The new forecast is, however, 
still mot very encouraging if one 
takes into account the fact that part 
of the improvement can be account- 
ed for by a lower level of American 
imports in the third quarter of the 
year due to the auto strikes, and by 
the ts of wheat to Russia 
under 1963 contracts. The in- 
dications are that the improvement

The biggest item in the deficit 
continues to be trade with the 
United States, which more than 
overbalances surpluses in trade be- 
tween Canada and most other coun- 
tvies. In the first three quarters 
of the year alone the deficit with 
the United States jumped by 54 per 
cent from $765 millions to $1,181 
billion, Nearly 75 per cent of this 
was in merchandise trade and the 
balance in such items as travel, net 
payments of interest and dividends 
and shipping services. 

Despite a tremendous gain in 
Canadian exports to overseas coun- 
tries—these rose by 170 per cent in 
the third quarter—Canada will con- 
tinue to have serious balance-of- 


trade difficulties until there is 
brought about a greater degree of 
rationalization in the manufactur- 
ing industries of Canada and the 
United States. Some chance of this 
coming about in the great automo- 
bile industry is seen in the negotia- 
tions between Ottawa and Washing- 
ton which will, hopefully, lead to 
freer trade between the two coun- 
tries in this field.

An “Unexpectedly Reassuring’ Russia 


Au THAT has happened in the Soviet 
Union since Khrushchev’s fall, as well 
as a great deal that has not happened, is 
unexpectedly reassuring.- It indicates that 
the more liberal and forthcoming policies 
associated with Khrushchev's name ere 
being continued and sometimes strength- 
ened. To these are added some new ones 
which Khrushchev would have nothing to 
do with. 

Thus, it was freely suggested that 
Khrushchev had been defeated by the 
army marshals, enraged by his running 
down of Soviet defences. This seemed un- 
likely, partly because there was nothing 
to suggest that any army officer, or group 
of officers, had the authority and backing 
in the party to organize a coup of this 
kind, partly because Mr. Kosygin, the new 
prime minister, was the last person to 
gang up with the Soviet Pentagon. 

For years, under Stalin, too, Khrush- 
chev had been the technocrat and admin- 
istrator most closely concerned—apart 
from Mikoyan—with the development of 
light industry and consumer goods, with 
making the Soviet economy work; the 
man who, more than any other, must be 
aware of the federal distortions of that 
economy - produced by over-spending on 
heavy~ industry:

‘growing insistence on more and better, 
consumer goods.

Technical Locks 


The most crucial Labor decision, from

Not Permanently Dependent

can be made more cheaply in America. 
We have agreed to swap some of our 
surplus plutonium for American U-235, but 
this could easily be reversed, and Capen- 
hurst started up again. We are in no way 
permanently dependent on America for 
nuclear explosive. 

The most substantial point is the un- 
tested warhead. However, a “trigger” for 
this appears to have been tested under- 
ground already with American collabora- 
tion. It is true that a ¢omplete warhead 
cannot now be tested —. but the Prime 
Minister stated that an existing British 
warhead has in fact been redesigned for 
the Pol Ze 


It is true that this might not go off—but 
no enemy with any knowledge of British 


competence in warhead design would be... 


likely to risk relying on this. 

Thus all the mysterious talk of security 
and- secrecy looks like a shoal of 
parliamentary red herrings. Britain is 
“dependent” on America as her supplier. 
If she accepts a political veto, it is bound 
to mean a technical integration of her 
Polaris submarines from which there could 
be no rapid withdrawal. : 

The crucial security matters, clearly, 
are the precise details of the lock systems, 
of which any electronic engineer could 
think. up a bewildering number of 
varieties. But if the details became 
public, it would be an invitation to the 
enemy to find a way of jamming them.

Jenkins, the socialist, notes

tremulous steps toward ‘the wel- 
fare state, with Asquith intro- 
ducing an old-age -pension of 
five shillings a week in 1908 to 
despairing cries .of financial 
ruin from the Tories. 


“£13 a year for a rigidly cir- 
cumscribed half million of the 
aged poor was hardly the be- 
ginning of the social millen- 
nium,” says Jenkins. “But it 
was the most important piece 
of social legislation for several 
decades past, and it brought 
England more or less into line 
with Germany, Denmark and 
New Zealand.” 


CANADIANS AID FALL '
